EDITOR O'BRIEN AT MONTREAL. 
The Irish Agitator Shadowed by a Stranger 
—Excitement at Toronto. 


MONTREAL, May 14.~—William O’Brien ar- 
rived in this city to-day at 8 o’clock by the 
steamer Montreal, which left Quebec yester- 


day afternoon at 5 o’clock. As both himself 


and the evicted tenant Kilbride were greatly 
fatigued, they asked to be allowed to 
remain on board a few hours later and enjoy 
which they were allowed to do. 
Mr. O’Brien left the vessel at 10 o’clock, and 
thought to escape ina cab unobserved, but 
as he stepped On shore Pat Ryan, a policeman, 
who spoke with a rich Munster brogue, 
rushed forward and grasped him. warmly by 
the hand. May the heavens save you, sir, 
he exolaimed. ‘‘I would sooner have your 
little finger than the body and bones of Lans- 
downe.’’ Mr. O’Brien smiled. He learned 
that ‘‘Pat’’ was a Limerick man, and that 
he had already been suspended once by 
the Chief of Police here on gc- 
count of his too outspoken  senti- 
ments in favor of Ireland. The threats 
from Toronto continue to loom up bigger 
and bigger, but the editor of United Ireland 
and people here who aré best qualified to 
judge, assert that they are only threats. There 
is a mistake in connection with the statement 
already published that Mayor Howland’s 
dispatch to Mr. O’Brien was not paid 
for. It was paid for to this city, but the tele- 
graph authorities informed Mr. O’Brien that 
they would not forward it to Quebec where he 
was, unless it was prepaid by him. The 
statement that Mr. O’Brien was escorted toa 
Halt in this city, where he lectured, by men 
armed with revolvers, was pure fiction. No 
visit here is 
kindly looked upon by all parties, particu- 
larly since he has spoken, which has brought 
over many non-Irish, who expected him 
to appear on the platform with a sword 
in one hand and a dynamite bomb in the 
other. The most significant fact that 
has as yet transpired is the 
offer of Quebec men to send a 
stalwart body-guard of armed men to 
escort Mr. O’Brien to Toronto. Nr. O’Brien, 
who is anxious to do nothing that can be con- 
strued into a violent action, refused the 
offer, which shows, notwithstanding the enthu- 
siasm aroused, that little excuse remains for 
the Toronto people to create a disturbance. 
On leaving Quebeo last evening an exciting 
scene occurred. From the moment the party 
set out from the Grand Central Depot, New 
York, until this moment, a suspicious indi- 
vidual has been in sight all the time. He took 
the same boat, tue same train, stayed 
at the same hotel, and when the visit to 
the country was decided upon, . hired 
a coupe, all alone, and got as 
near as possible to the earriage 
where the O’Brien party was. As the vessel 
steamed out from Richelieu Pier, Quebec, the 
mysterious and ubiquitous man was again 
discovered and the crowds ashore created 


a tumult * threatening to throw bim off the 
boat. Mr. O’Brien knew nothing of this. The 
angry crowd was calmed by J. B. Lane and H. 
C. Cleran, officers of the Montreal National 
League, and the steamer passed out of the 
barbor in peace. That an immediate effect has 
already been produced by Mr. O’Brien’s visit 
is no longer doubtful. For instance, Lord 
Lansdowne, who is accustomed to spend some 
time in the citadel at Quebec at this season 
of the year, will not go there this year

The Question of a Commercial Union—In- 
crease of Duty on Iron. 


ToronTo, Ont., May 14.—A general meeting 
of the Board of Trade was held last night to 
discuss the subject of commerciai union or re- 
ciprocity with the United States. The meeting 
was large and influental, representing all com- 
mercial interests and trades, The sabject was 
very fully considered, but the debate was ad- 
journed till next Thursday. Ex-President 
Darling and Prof. Goldwin Smith led on the 
side of wider commercial relations. The fol- 
lowing resolution and amendments were in- 
troduced: 

Resolved, That, in conformity with the sen- 
timent of Canadian people expressed at inter- 
vals with great unanimity for many years, this 
Board regards as advantageous to the mutual 
prosperity of the United States and Canada, 
the removal of every possible restriction upon 
international trade and affirms that the pro- 


posal for commercial union between the two 


countries is worthy of the fullest investigation 
and most earnest consideration of the Oana- 
dian community. 

Amendment 1. That this Board ventures to 
hope that some other mode honorable and 
equitable to both countries of adjusting any 
disputes now existing, so as finally to dispose 
of them, may be found in the near fature. 

Amendment 2. That this Board, While 
affirming the necessity of the Government, 
seeing that the existing treaties between the 
United States and this Dominion are carried 


out, feel assured that everything will be done 


to avoid irritation or provocation, and would 
humbly submit that in their opinion it would 
not be derogatory, but otherwise, to once more

a= at the South is inexeusably erroneous. 
he Oommission has not acted without an in- 
vestigation in any case. The act requires that 
applications must be made bya carrier for re- 
lief before the Commission has jurisdiction to 
act. The first applications were made by the 
Southern roads, and for that reason they 
were the first acted upon. Subsequent appli- 
cations were made by the transcontinental 
lines, and like relief was granted upon these 
applieations. Similar applications were made 
by lines from the West terminating at Chica- 
go that were in competition witha water line 
over the lakes, and similar relief was granted. 
Upon applications made by the Rome, Water- 
town & Ogdensburg road and the Delaware & 
Hudson Canal Company's lines, both being in 
competition with the Grand Trunk of 
Canada, stmilar relief was granted 
as to passengers. If relief has not been grant- 
ed to other Northern roads or trunk lines, the 
reason is that it has not been asked for. The 
statement that any discrimination: has been 
made by the Commission in favor of Southern 
roads or that relief has been refused to North- 
ern roads, is entirely unfounded.

A POOR APOLOGY. 
There is but one apology offered for the 
betrayal of trust soprofitably carried out 
by the Union Pacific managers in their 
Kansas Pacific deal, and that apology is 
thus formulated by the Boston Herald: 


Unquestionably, by this arrangement, the 
fortunate holders of Kansas Pacific shares 
were very materially benefited, and the share- 
holders ot the Union Pacific Company paid 
more than in theordinary conditions of trade 
would have been considered equitable. The 
directors of the last named company may not 
have shown that keen regard for the interests 
ofthose whom they represented that might 
have been demanded of them; but, admitting 
this, it would seem that the trade might be 
spoken of as one by which the company missed 
a gain that itmight have made, though it did 
not incur a loss; for, once in its possession, the 
Kansas Pacific Railway proved a source of 
profit, even at the price paid for it. 


This statement of the case utterly 
ignores the breach of trust and the vio- 
lations of law by which the Kansas Pa- 
cific was wrecked and its worthless secur- 
ities were transmuted into Union Pa- 
cific stocks, not for the profit of the Union 
Pacific, but at its expense throughout and 
for the private profit of its managers. 

The Union Pacific was used in open vio- 
lation of its charter to cut off the Den- 
ver Pacific, the Kansas Pacific and the 
Missouri Pacific from any share of through 
business via the Union Pacific and Cen- 
tral Pacific. The Union Pacific was thus 
deprived of the additional business it 
might have done by pro-rating with the 
other land-grant and subsidized roads, 
as required by its charter. But GouLD 
and his partners saw a chance for a profit- 
able deal in stocks by wrecking the Kan- 
sas Pacific at the expense of the Union 
Pacific and unloading the securities of the 
wrecked road on the Union Pacific at par, 
after he had bought them forasong. He 
not only did that, but, in doing that, capt- 
ured and kept the great Missouri Pacific 
as his own property. The same squeezing 
process which, in violation of law, 
forced the St. Louis interest to sur- 
render the Kansas Pacific to him, en- 
abled him to buy the Missouri Pacific, 
which he could not have secured without 
first defeating the aims of its holders 
based upon the charter rights of the Kan- 
sas Pacific to pro-rate with the Union 
Pacific. Their ultimate object with refer- 
ence to St. Louis trade was partially at- 
tained by the consolidation, but the fact 
remains that it was brought about by a 
wrecking process, in violation of law, and 
consummated by a violation of corporate 
trust and a gross fraud upon Union Pacific 
stockholders and creditors, for GOULD’s 
private profit. 

He escaped the legal penalty of his 
criminal breach of trust by withdrawing 
from the directory for a few hours while 
making the deal, but not long enough to 
keep him from acting upon it effectively 
as managing director for the roads to be 
consolidated. The securities he unloaded 
upon the Union Pacific at par would have 
been turned over to it at cost by an honest 
directer. He could have well afforded 
to do so, as by the same operation of 
the Union Pacific he secured the Mis- 
souri Pacific and doubled its value in his 
hands. Of the millions acquired solely 
by his lawless and dishonest management 
of the Union Pacific, he shared not one cent 
with the stockholders of that road, To its 


consolidation that would not have been 
begun years before but for Mr. GOULD’s 
violation of the charter in carrying out his 
railroad wrecking and stock-jobbing 
schemes. 

If the United States Government, as one 
of the sufferers, cannot by law force him 
to disgorge these misappropriated profits,

Give Nature a Chance.

A cotton gin company at an isolated point“ 
in Louisiana has petitioned the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to suspend section 4 of 
the law. It bases its claim on the allegation 
that ‘‘when the company put down its plant, 
protection in freights was assured as against 
competing companies in more central points, 
which assruance the interstate law renders 
impossible of fuifillment, tothe great loss of 
the petitioners.’’ 

This is a fair sample of the complaints that 
are made against the law in. all parts of the 
country. Somebody who has heretofore se- 
cured discrimination in freights, enabling him 
to eompete successfully with manufacturers 
or producers who are situated nearer to the 
market which he wished to enter, finds his ad- 
vantage interfered with by the law. Forthwith 
he sets up a cry that his business will be ruined 
if this favoritism is withdrawn. This may be 
bad for him, but the discriminating rates giv- 
en him heretofore have ruined those who 
could not secure them. The object of the law 
was to prevent this discrimination and to give 
natural conditions and advantages a chance 
to reassert themselves in the 8 ot 
business. 

It is wrong to give to transportation 
companies the arbitrary power to say where 
manufacturing shall be done, or where crops 
may be profitably grown. Protection in 
freights’’ means injustice and injury to some- 
body. Corporations chartered for the public 
service should be made to deal fairly and 
equally with all citizens everywhere. If the 
commission does not stop suspending the law 
every time somebody complains, it will find 
itself suspended as soon as Congress meets.

In 1881 Mrs. Woodhull, 
through her journal, denied that she 
ever favored free love, cursed her late 
husband, Col. Blood, for making her 
seem to, and denounced Stephen Pearl 
Andrewsas „the originator of the most 
immeasurable infamy that ever formed a 
Fates stone in the temple of humanity, 

antarchic free love.“ 

The n of Demosthenes seems to 
have en mostly fulfilled in regard to 
Mrs. Woodhull, She has published a 
journal in two — eat commercial cities, 
she has achiev he highest success asa 
writer and a lecturer, and she is now the 
wife of a wealthy English banker, unless 
her marriage to Col. Blood, which has 
never yet been annulled by law, still 
holds good in this country and is recog- 
nized 8 the English courts. 

But there remains one prophecy of De- 
mosthenes to be fulfilled, to-wit, that she 
_—_ me the ruler of her people. 

80 she claimed to have twice seen 
—.— rist and St. Paul, and she 
avowed hex belief in the literal fulfillment 
of the prophecy. The last enemy that 
shall be destroyed is death,’’ by the grad- 
ual refining away and sloughing off of the 
material body until one the soul remains. 
In answer to an inquiring correspondent 
in 1876 she wrote: 

Wait, dear sir, and see me work it 
out, and with it show the way to live eter- 
nally in the body.

When Mrs. Woodhull became Lady 
Martin in 1885it was announced that her 
sister Tennie was also going to marry a 
titled Englishman, and that the two re- 
formers would doubtless visit their native 
country from time to time. Next year is 
our Presidential election, and what if we 
should see the Wall street sibyl nominat- 
ed as.a third party candidate, and, in 
fulfillment of the prophecy of Demos- 
thenes, become the ruler of her former 
people?

Who cares 
to stop for an analysis of their features, 
160 long as that woman sits alongside of 
them? Suffice that they are dirty, un- 
shaven, unshorn, lawless, reckless, and 
for the most rt ungrammatical in 
their speech. he figure that every one 
in the assembly watches, whether she be 
talking or whether she be sitting silent in 
her chair, is the one woman who occupies 
the latform. That woman is, of course, 
Louise Michel—Louise, the flerce petro- 
leuse; Louise, the miserable languisher in 

rison; Louise, the bitter enemy of Chris- 

jlanity and Civilization ; Louise, the ten- 
der friend, and, if the whispers of gossips 
are to be believed, the youthful sweet- 
heart of Henri Rochefort; ‘‘Louise, my 
saint!” as one of the anarchists exclaimed 
8 meeting when she arose to 

eak. If any one has enshrined Louise 

ichel in is heart as a type of 
J heroic, though wild and lawless woman- 
hood; if he had pictured her as a sort of 
Boadicea, a Joan of Arc or a Maid of 
Saragossa, and does not wish to have his 
ideal changed, let him not read the follow- 
ing description. Louise Michel’s double 
may be seen in any large city where pov- 
erty and misery uncared for by the in- 
fluence of a charity organization society 
abound; she is seen on the curbstone 
bleak nights and freezing days, the 
mother of an alleged family of starving 
children, either selling matches as an 
apology for earning her living or witha 
wretc ed infant in her arms, whiningly 
begging charity. Instead of a type of 
warlike ferocity, Louise Michel is a type 
of sorrow, poverty and misery. A plain 
gown of shabby black, a limp and narrow 
crape veil hanging from & much-worn 
bonnet; a face grown old by suffering 
rather than age; faded and sunken eyes, 
ohe of them bearing marks strongly sug- 
gestive of a brawl, are the accessories that 
give the woman the a pearance of an op- 

ressed and overburdened widow rather 
han ofa bold and aggressive petroleuse. 

As she sits on the platform, waiting for 
her turn to speak, her hands lie idly in 
her lap or play absent- -mindedly with her 
chin.

IN THE COMMITTEE. 


How the Duross Sprinkling Bill Ran the 


First Gauntlet. 


It waz 4:35 p. m. yesterday when the House 
Committee on Public Improvements came to 
order. There were present Delegates Ryan, 
Murphy, Kretschmar, Clark, Spelbrink and 
Huber. Mr. Ryan was temporarily put in the 
chair in the absence of Chairman Mohan, but 
the latter came in ten minutes later and pre- 
sided till the close. Before coming to order 
Ed Butler was in the room. 

Jolly John Clark pied hin and palled out: 
„Say. why don’t you call the committee to 
order?’’ 

I've got nothing to do with it, replied 
Butler. 

Jou had a great deal to do with organiz- 
ing the committee, I think you might as well 
call it to order. 

This was a center shot and during the rest of 
the time Butler was not seen inside of the 
committee room. 

Sprinkling Contractors Joseph and Pollman 
were present during the sitting, but said 
nothing, evidently being awed by the-elabor- 
ate and incontrovertible table of estimates 
that appeared in last night’s Post-DIsPaToH. 

On proceeding to business Clark called on 
Mr. Fielding Mansfield for his opinion of the 
Duross bill. 

Mr. Mansfield said he would not say whether 
he was in favor of any sprinkling bill. All he 
would say would be to tell the committee 
what he knew about sprinkling. He thén 
called the committee’s attention to the table 
publisbed in the PoOsr-DisrpaToH, and pro- 
ceeded to éxplafn its féaturés. He was 
asked a number of questions by the 
committee who seemed desirous of yiving it 
the most complete consideration. The ex- 
planation which pleased the committee most 
was that regarding the gain the contractors 
would make in having large districts. Mr. 
Mansfield very plainly showed wh&t the con- 
tractors would make. 

Mr. Mansfiéid said he had seen City-Coun- 
selor Bell, and thé latter had given his opinion 
that it would be perfectly proper to use the 
surplus in the Water Department to 
erect the necessary, water plugs, a 
legitimate extension of the Water- works 
system. Mr. Mansfield also“ said he was 
authorized by some of the most prominent 
citizens to announce that in case the city put 
in its own plugs they would buy the- wagons 
and give them tothe city. 

At the conclusion of Mansfield’s remarks 
Delegate Kretechmar moved to amend Section 
1 by adding the Gravois road to the ae- 
cepted streets to be sprinkled. 

Mr. Ryan did not want to see any amend- 
ments tacked onto the bill, because he thought 
it would delay its passage. The petition be- 
fore the House showed how the public were 
clamoring for this bill, and he wanted it to go 
through. 


Huber, Clark and others exclaimed: 
so. Letit go through straight.’’ 

But Kretschmar hung to his amendment. 
Then Chairman Mohan, who, not only in the 
committee, but in the House, later on, 
did all he could to expedite the 
bill’s passage, asked Kretschmar if 
he couldn't see there was no reason 
tor delay. Kretschmar said no, an exception 
had been made in favor of the northern cem 
eteries and he wanted the southern given a 
chance, The vote went against the Gravois 
road 4 to 2. Then Kretschmar grabbed a péncil 
angrily and wrote out another amendment to 
strike out Florissant avenue, but that was also 
lost, and Kratschmar settled back despairingly 
in his chair. . 

Then Chairman Mohan said he wanted to see 
the words ‘‘partially improved’’ go in the 
first section. A wrangle ensued as to the use 
of such an amendment, and Kretschmar held 
that improved!“ covered the subject gut- 
ficiently, and held that the Street Commis 
missioner had given that opinion. 

Mohan slipped out at this point and came 
back with Detegate Stone, whe made a ringing 
speech in favor of tire amendment. He didn’t

He 
said it was impracticable to use 
the fire plugs, that the pressure was 
too great, and asked the committee to 
strike-out all the words in the last line of se- 
tion 1 after the word ‘‘contfaetor’’ and the 
dash. Thetime of making thé attachment to 
the firé-plugs would be too much and the ost 
would be {ncréased. 

The committee gzreed to Mansfield’s amend- # 
ment and was about to adjourn when Councii- 
man Duross happened in. Wheu told that the 
use of thé firé plugs had beén provided 
against, he at once declared that it 
would kill the bill, and explained to the 
committee that the fire-plugs could be used all 
right and the pressure could be securea prop- 
erly. Mr. Duross asked that the committee 
should not endangér the bill by refusing the 
plugs to the sprinklers. The committee there- 
upon reconsidered their action and let the 
fire-plugs remain. 

Mr. Duross also asked the committes to 
attach an emergency clause, whieh was done. 
The committee then adjourned. The bill as it 
passed the committee was changed in three 
particulars. The provision for partially“

Anxious to Co-Operate and Aid the Proj- 


ect—Objection to the Inscriptions—An 
» Undesirable Site Offered thei Association. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIspaTcu. 

RICHMOND, Va., May 14.—The: Herald has 
already announced that the contemplated 
reunion of Pickett’s men at Gettysburg in July 
next, has been abandoned, and that no Con- 
federate monument to the memory of!Pickett’s 
men would be erected at Gettys burg. 

There is deep mortification felt by all ex- 
Confederates since the return of the Pickett 
Committee from Gettysburg,’’ said an old 
soldier. 

On what account?“ 

On account of the rebuff the committee 


received from that Gettysburg Memorial Asso- 
ciation.’’ 

Tes, said a Union veteran, who was 
standing by, and there will be deep Indigna- 
tion among all Northern soldiers when they 
come to know the facts.’’ 

„What was the matter?“ 

„Nothing but the miserable prejudices of 
that Battlefield Memorial Association, and of 
the prejudices of those who are connected with 
it,’’ replied the Union veteran. 

The readers of the Herald are already fa- 
miliar with the details heretofore arranged 
forthe reunion of Pickett’s men and Han- 
cock’s men at Gettysburg in July next. It was 
to have been one of the grand events of 1887, 
and the old soldiers on both sides had their 
hearts in it. Pickett’s men had determined to 
take along with them a monument to be placed 
upon the furthest spot reached by them in the 
famous charge in July, 1863, in memory of their 
brave comrades who fell there. The secretary 
of the Gettysburg Battlefield Memorial Asso- 
ciation was informed of their plans and was 
asked for the rules and regulations by which 
they were to be governed. 

THESE WERE PROMPTLY FURNISHED. 

They required the assent of the association 
before any monument could be erected on the 
grounds, that all inscriptions must be sub- 
mitted to the association for approval, but 
they nowhere contained any intimation that 
Confederate monuments were excluded. 
From this time forward letters began to flow 
into the Pickett Association from Northern 
soldiers, especially from those who had de- 
fended the lines charged by Pickett’s men, 


expressing the heartiest co-operation 
in the reunion, and insisting that 
the monument should be placed among 
their own and on that extreme 
spot Pickett’s men had reached. A gallant 
captain of a New York battery, who defended 
that famous angle on July 3, wrote: We. 
want you of Pickett’s command to put your 
monument at the highest point to which your 
valor carried your lines on that eventful day.’’ 
This is asample of the many pressing invita- 
tions in regard to the position of the monument. 
Several letters in this peppy vein were re- 
ceived from the Philadelphia Brigade, 
who tmmediately defended the lines 
pierced by Pickett’s men. They seemed anxious 
to mark the extreme spot by a Confederate 
monument, as well as to illustrate their own 
as the Confederates’ valor. Gov. Beaver of 
Pennsylvania had kindly agreed to provide 
tents for the accommodation of the visitors 
and to do all in his power to make the occasion 
a pleasant one. The Pickett committee on the 
monument, supposing there was no obstacle, 
adopted a handsome and imposing design. It 
was to be constructed of Virginia granite. The 
inscription was selected after the careful con- 
sideration of every word. The object was to 
express, on the partof Pickett’s survivors, 
their admiration and commendation of their 
dead comrades, while at the same time strictly 
avoiding anything that might give offense to 
their former opponents. 

PATRIOTISM, VALOR AND FORTITUDE 
were named as qualities of the dead soldiers. 
There could possibly have been no objection 
to them thought the committee and some of 
the Union veterans here who saw them. The 
inscription also contained the following lines 
found in Gen. R. E. Lee’sarmy satchel on his 
return from Appomattox Court-house, written 
ih pencil ou a slip of paper in that General’s 
handwriting: 


Glorious is his fate and envied is his lot 
Who for his country fights and for it dies. 


It was proposed to place these nes on one 
of the faces of the base of the monument. On 
another face it was stated that the monument 
was erected by the survivors of Pickett’s di- 
vision, in memory and in admiration of their 
comrades who fell in the splendid — — 
upon the spot they reached after penetrating 
the Federal lines. The whole inscription was 
submitted to the Gett ere Memorial Associ- 
ation for approval. here it rested and some 
weeks elapsed. The work on the monument 
was begun. At length a very kind and 
friendly letter was received m Philila- 
delphia mildly saying that parts of 
the inscription would be objected to 
and referring especially to the couplet of Gen. 

. Thencame a letter from the Seeretary 
of the Gettysburg Memorial Association asking 
that a committee be sent there to confer con- 
cerning the monument, and saying that it had 
been found necessary, to avoid confusion, to 
adopt as a general rule that no Confederate 
monument should be placed within the Federal 
lines.’’ 

The committee went to Gettysburg, where 
they were received with an extra supply of 
courtesy and every ssible attention was 

aid them by the officers of the Memorial 

ssociation. They were taken over the his- 
toric field and the reasons were explained to 
them for excluding the Pickett monument 
from the location for which it was designed 
and intended. The officers of the association, 
however, hoped thatthe monument might be 
brought and placed upon the spot from which 

he gallant and brave men of Pickett’s division 

et out on the charge. The committee was in- 
formed that the inscription had not been 
passed upon officially, but it was privatly inti- 
mated that it was objectionable and would not 
be allowed, especially the ‘‘Lee lines’’ and the 
word 

‘*PATRIOTISM.’’ 

The officers of the association regretted ex- 
— that they were constrained to make 
these o factions. There was quite an excess 
of politeness. The Pickett Committee were 
pleased with their visit. The members of it 
recognized the right of the owners ofthe prop- 
erty to make their own rules. They made no 
response to the ‘‘objections,’’ nor did they 
ask or desire that they should be waived in 
consideration of them. They thought a great 
deal, however, and were evidently 
hurt at the unfortunate result of 
their mission. They think it a 
great mistake to exclude a Confederate monu- 
ment, for its presence would certainly add 
great interest to the spot, and there is perha 
no other organization but Pickett’s men who 
would care to put a monument on a spot to 
mark arepulse. Gettysburg is too sad a field 
to attract many Southerners. Returning to 
Richmond the committee at once made its re- 
port to a full meeting of the division. There 
was disappointment all around, for they bad 
looked forward to the re-union at Gettysbur 
for nearly a year past. The organization feel- 
ing that there was nothing especially a.

THE CITY COMPTROLLER IMPROVES ON 
CORPORATION TAX RETURNS, 


And Increases the Zstimates Nearly 69, 000, 
000 — Official Protest Presented to the 
State Board of Equalization Against the 
Wholesale Tax-Dodging of the Railroads 
and the Bridge Company—Figures Show- 
ing How the Undervaiuations Were Made 
in the Annual Returns—Cheap Telegraph 
Com panies— Beating the State. 


In accordance with laws made and provided 
for the purpose Comptroller Campbell has 
forwarded to the State Auditor and Board of 
Equalization a statement which shows the 
local railroad managers ina bad light. It is 
the duty of the railroads to annually 
make a return of the property situated 
within the city of St. Louls, 
together ‘with the movable property 
used on the line, to the City Register for the 
information Of the financial officers of the 
city. In form they have complied with the re- 
quirements of the law, but, in the opinion of 
the Comptroller, five of these corporations 
have undertaken to defraud the State of taxes, 
on $8,863,447, as shown by bis report to the State 
Board of Equalization. On receiving the re- 


turns of the railroad companies the Comptroller 


made estimates, in every instance remaining 


on the low side, and the result is that he has 


increased the taxable values on the returns of 
From the 


the corporation officials were in preparing the 
returns of property for taxation. 
THE 'FRISCO’S FIGURES. ; 

The return of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
road, made to the City Register on March 16, 
this year, gives 5 20-100 miles of single track at 
$4,000 per mile, making $20,800, not $1 per foot. 
The Comptroller in his statement to the State 
Board of Equalization, estimates this at $20,000 
per mile, making a total of $104,000, The com- 
pany’s return placed the rolling stock at $486, - 
200. The city’s estimate places this property 
at $801,400. The values placed onthe stock by 
the city are appended and will serve to 
show at what low figures the company places 
its property to keep its total within nearly 
one-halfthe figure given by the city. The 
city’s estimates are not by any means extrav- 
agant. They are as follows: 

Locomotives, $6,000; passenger cars, $5,000; 
sleepers, $8,000; mail cars, $2,500; baggage 
cars, $1,000; caboose cars, $300; flat 
and coal care, $200 ; combination 
and box cars, $300; stock cars, $300; 
directors’ cars, $3,000; paymaster’s, $3,000; 
wrecking cars, $500; bonding, $350; hand-cars, 
$25. The depots and tanks are returned at 
$274,000 and the materials, supplies, etc. 
at 3150, 000. This last item should 
have been returned to the City Assessors 
and accordingly is not included in the city’s 
estimate. The total return made by the com- 
pany is $549,400. The report of the Comptroiler 
states: ‘‘I am satisfied in some instances the 
actual cash value is greater than stated in the 
return. He then proceeds to make valua- 
tions which brings the taxable total to $942,000, 
over $400,000 more than the company’s return.

Aside from the scientific objects, the 
ascent will be made with a view of giving a 
detailed account of the sensations in the upper 
air and of making the trip remarkable for 
its general results. Under the supervision of 
the aeronaut the airship is now in 
the course of construction at Winsted, Conn. 
Every yard of the material used for the mon- 
ster bulb has been specially manufactured, 
and passes through the hands of the soruti- 
nizing architect who will guide the newspaper 
men into a new field of observation. Every 
inch of the netting and ropes has been twisted 
by practiced hands, and nothing has been 
trusted to the reliability of machinery in the 
manufacture of the materials.

rapher and Signal Service officer will be fur- 
nished with e finest instruments manu- 
factured. 

The ascent of James Glaisher, a Fellow of the 
Roygt Society from Wolverhampton, England 
tw -five years ago is the highest on record.

o deg. and the air misty. At the height of 
5,000 feet the thermometer read 41 deg.

of the trip: 

At lh. 18 min. we entered a dense cloud of 
about 1,100 feet in thickness, where the 
temperature fell to 36.5 deg. At this 
elevation the report of a gun was 
heard. Momentarily the clouds became 
lighter and on emerging from them at Ih. 
17 min., a flood of strong sunlight burst upon us 
with a beautiful blue sky without a cloud, and 
beneath us lay a magnificent sea of clouds, its 
surface varied with endless hills, hillocks and 
mountain chains, and with many snow-white 
tufts rising from it. I here attempted to take 
a view with the camera, but we were rising 
with too great rapidity and revolving too 
quickly to enable me to succeed. The : 
ness of the clouds, however, was so great that

There are several reasons why the two works 
above described should be noticed together. 
Published almcst simultaneously on the same 
subject, though in different quarters of the 
globe, dealing with the lives of persons 80 
closely connected that the biography of one 
must necessarily to a large extent in- 
volve the biography of the others, 
both books the work of women, who, 
whatever their differences of creed, national- 
ity, race and temperament are one in their 
loyal love for the eminent personages whose 
lives they chronicle, it would seem to bea 
useless waste of time and paper to give 
separate accounts of two works so essentially 
in all important respects the same. ‘‘Fifty 
Years a Queen’’ professes to be a jubilee pro- 
duction. ‘‘Two Royal Lives’’ does not. That 
is the only essential difference between them, 
save that while one is the life of the Queen of 
England, the other records that of her eldest 
daughter, the Crown Princess of Germany. 
There is much matter that is almost 
word for word the same and one can 
scarcely conceive that the two books were 
compiled on different sides of the broad At- 
lantic by two women who have probably never 
met, certainly never compared notes or as- 
sisted one another in their work. ‘‘Two 
Royal Lives’’ is beautifully illustrated with 
photo engravings of the royal subjects and 
their children. ‘‘Fifty Years a Queen’’ is un- 
illustrated, save for the charming word- 
pictures of royal life at home. 

Queen Victoria’s girlhood was passed in the 
close and sacred shelter ot a real home. The 
little Mayflower, as her grandmother loved 
to call her, was ushered into the world with 
out attracting very much notice, as there 
were at that time many lives between her and 
the threne. Only her father, the spendthrift 
Duke ot Kent, ventured to cherish the faintest 
hope that this little baby would ever be 
Queen of England. As one after another the 
presumptive heirs to the crown passed into 
thatland where there are no kings and no 
kingdoms, Victoria became of greater and 
greater importance, and her wise mother re- 
solved so to bring her up that she should be 
fit to adorn any sphere to which she might be 
called. 

The father dying when the little Princesa 
was barely a year anda half old, the judicious 
mother was enabled to carry out all her ideas 
with regard to the little one. 


A believer in solid fresh air as a primary 
principle of good health, in suitable weather 
she had her baby kept much out of doors, 
when her age rendereditfeasible. The child’s 
plain, wholesome food, regular hours for 
meals, abundant play and out-of-door exer- 
cise, together with plenty of sleep and an ab- 
sence of all excitement, from which she was 
= N guarded, made her merry and 
healthful, as loving to all about her 
andto her ‘‘dear, dear Boppy’’ (her nurse 
Mrs. Brock) as if she was not going to be the 
‘*sovereign ruler of the nation. 2 * 
her happy home the princely child had the 
loving society of other children. The most 
affectionate intercourse existed between her 
elder haif-sister and herself, this relation ex- 
tending to her half-brother. It was by no 
means an isolated little royal heart, starvin 
for natural affection that beat in the bosom o 
the young Princess. On the contrary it was 
one made sweet by a spontaneous, active in- 
terchange of childish love and sympathy—a 
love that entered with her into childland 
taking grave cognizance of the beauty an 
other interesting hases peculiar to the 
charming realm of dolls and play toys. 


Her mother’s life, however, was shadowed by 
one terrible dread. Thecourts of George IV. 
and William IV. were not by any means calcu- 
lated to produce a good impression upon the 
mind of ayoung girl. For this reason the 
Duchess of Kent kept her little daughter in 
strict retirement and would permit of her join- 
ing none of the court festivities. Both Kings, 
however, found fault with the Duchess of 
Kent for keeping their royal niece in seclusion 
—too much away from their court and from 
their gracious presence. They were constantly 
threatening to have her removed from her 
mother’s care and putinto that of some one 
chosen by themselves. As they had the 
power to do this if they would, the 
Duchess was constantly tfembling lest 
the threat should be carried into 
effect. Especially was this the case with re- 
gard to George IV., whose brutal treatment of 
his own daughter, now a matter of history, 
was far from calculated to inspire a mother 
with sentiments of trust. The Duchess of 
Kent, however, was a woman not easily 
frightened, and she pursued the even tenor of 
her way, trusting to her own native wit to 
save her child should occasion arrive. One 
more peep at Victoria’s home life and then we 
will pass on to the time when she was called 
upon to fill her high place in the world’s great 
college. 


By her mother’s side the Princess had her 
breakfast of bread and milk and fruit at 8 
o’clock on summer mornings. After that, she 
walked, rode or drove for an hour. Then les- 
sons with her mother for two hours, followed 
by a Boos romp or play. Two o’ clock brought 
her ner hour—a dinner simple asthe break- 

Two hours more of lessons, and after- 

lay or other recreation finished the 

day, when suupper and to bed at 9 o’clock 

ty ol the Princess was soon buried in 
ealthful slumber. 

Punctuality marked every occupation of the 
young Princess, whether play, lessons, exer- 
cise or sleep, the hours were set for them, as 
was the time for meals. Thé value of her own 
time and that of other persons was a lesson in- 
culcated by the Duchess on her child, which 
afterwards bore good fruit. 


Prince Albert, afterwards the beloved hus 
band of the Queen, was born three months 
after Victoria, at the summer residence of the 
reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Saalfeld. The 
same accoucheus who had assisted at the 
birth of the Princess in the English palace had 
hurried over to Germany to assist at that of 
the Prince. Prince Albert was brought up by 
the Dowager Duchess of Coburg, mother of 
the Duchess of Kent, in many respects 
a remarkable and very beautiful 
character. The two young people did not 
meet till both were 16 years of age, and at that 
period the friendship was commenced which 
was destined to last through time into 
eternity. 

On May 2%, 1837, music and joybelle pro- 
claimed the 18th birthday of the young 
princess. At 18, by the laws of England, per- 
song of royal blood ‘‘come of age.’’ Less 

a month afterwards, King William 

ed his last, andthe young princess was 
aroused at 8 o’clock in the morning, and form- 
ally declared Queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land. 5 

Many stories are told ofthe young Queen's 
gracefal deportment on first receiving her 
honors. Two will suffice. 
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soldier, but 
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„Oh, thank you, said the een, and she 
immediately wrote ‘‘pardened’’ across the 
paper tothe astonishment of the Duke and 
also to his amusement. 

During the fifty years of her life the Queen 
has been shot at more times than 
she can count, but no bullet has 
ever wounded ber. Once she was 
struck in the face by a ruffian funatic. Her 
marriage to Prince Albert took place on Feb- 
ruary 10, 1840. The accounts ofthe courtship 
between the young people (the Queen it will 
be remembered had to do the proposing and 
most of the courting im accordance with 
etiquette) are intensely interesting. The 
Princess Royal was born on November 21, 
1840, the disappointment in England on the 
score of her sex being quietly expressed, but 
none the less severe. 

„The Times of the day’’ says the author of 
Two Royal Lives“ ‘‘deseribes the new born 
babe as a ‘plump, healthy and beautiful Prin- 
cess.’’’ The future Mother of Emperors’’ 
was christened on the anniversary of the 
Queen's wedding day recéiving the name of 
Victoria Adelaide Mary Louisa. 

When their littie daughter was born, the 
Queen and Prince Consort were just 21. A 
week before the Princess Royal celebrated her 
first birthday a little brother had come to 

The Queen’s diary as quoted in the 
of the Prince Consort“ gives 
few simple words a charming 

icture of her year-old daughter on the 
lst November, 1841. The Queen says: Albert 
brought in dear little Pussyin such a smart, 
white merino dress, trimmed with blue, wnich 
mamma had given her, and a pretty cap, and 
laced her on the bed, seating himself beside 
er. She was very dear and good. As my 
precious, invaluable Albert sat there, our lit- 
tle love between us, I felt quite moved with 
happiness and gratitude to God.“ At Rhein- 
hardts brunn, in the Thuringan Forest, 
there is a sweet little crayon drawing by the 
ueen of her baby daughter, hanging ona 
d-room wall in a modest frame. The round, 
rosy creature, ina quaint little cap, smiles in 
the friendliest fashion on the passing 
stran ger. 

The Princess Royal recelved a most thorough 
and complete education under the guidance of 
her wise and thoughtful father. Miss Roberts 
in ‘‘Two Royal Lives’’ gives a most interest- 
ing accountof the Princess’ childhood, which 


is corroborated in almost . particular by 


Miss Hodges. These details g ovever, those 
interested must peruse for t#@mselves. With 
regard to her education the following interest- 
ing account appears: 

Our happy young Princess was busily occu- 

led during the years which followed in build- 
— up the edifice of a solid and compsehen- 
sive education. In addition to the usual 
studies of her age, pursued under 
the direction of able professors, she enjoyed a 
rare educational influence in the constant 
sympathy of herfather. That such a close as. 
sociation with the Prince Consort was not only 
intellectually, but morally,inspiring it is need - 
legs to ney: It was his custom, when she was 
barely 15, to impart her. the contents of 
letters embracing a political correspondence 
with every country ofthe civilized world, and 
to show her copies Of his replies. Special sub- 
jects were added to her course of study, such 
as national economy, in which apparently dry 
science Mr. Ellis was her instructor, whose 
books are said to combine ‘‘tenderness of 
feeling with a severely disciplined judgment. 
We may hope that they proved less severe 
than their titles woul imply. ‘‘Becky 
is also very busy,’’ the Prince Consort once 
wrote to Prince Frederic William during the 
period of hies engagement. She is learning 
many and various things. She comes to me 
every evening from 6 to 7, when I put her 
through a kind of general catechizing. In 
order to make her ideas clear, I let her work 
out subjects for herself, which she then brings 
to me for correction. She is at present writ- 
ing a short compendium of Roman History.“ 


The Princess’ after -life and her present po- 
sition in Germany, where she is absolutely 
worshiped by the people, give proof enough 
of the success of the Prince’s wise and careful 
training. 

The Queen’s two great sorrows were the 
death of her mother, the Duchess of Kent, and 
that of her husband, which occurred in the 
same year, 1861. Since the last event, the 
Queen has been a veritable mourner, and, in- 
deed, at the time of the last event the whole 
of England bowed their heads in sorrow.

HORSE-TRAINING. 


A CHAT WITH GLEASON ABOUT HIS ART, 
METHODS AND CAREER. 


Fifteen Years With Vicious Horses—He Has 
a Record of 9,000 Kickers, Shyers and 
Biters Subdued ~St. Louis Horses Are 
Shyers and Runaways — Intelligence in 
Horses—Insane and Idiotic Equines—His 
Terrible Struggle With Rysdyk,the ‘‘Man 
Eater“ Proposed Pian for the Education 


of the Army. 


A horse-trainer witha thorough-going ad- 


miration for his’ profession—genius for it, too 


—and at the same time a quiet, unobtrusive 
gentleman out of the ring, carrying in his 
clothes no saw-dust smell and in his conversa- 
tion nothing but his enthusiasm for good 
horses, is an oddity. A refreshing oddity, 
however. One finds enjoyment in the ring 
when the lights are burning and the air of dis- 
play of show hangs about it, but in common, 
every day life, saw-dust is wearing. 

Oscar R. Gleason, who has furnished so much 
entertainment to the audiences at the Olympic 
during the week and who will look over the 
foot-lights at the same theater all ot next 
week, is that oddity, that trainer who, with. 
all of his love for his work, does not inflict his 
hobby on poor outsiders Who know no differ- 
ence between asurcingle and a whipple-tree. 
A reporter of the Posr-Disrarog caught him 
half way to-day on the border-line between 
the stables and the street—in his dressing-room 
at the Olympic. There was one gas-light burn- 
ing in the theater from the top ofa piece of 
gas-pipe set near the seat of the leader 
of the orchestra. The theater was dark 
and the stage but dimly lighted. One 
ot the attendants was working with 


a nervous, sweat covered horse that 
seemed willing enough to do anything at that 
stage of the performance. The most done, 
however, was the kicking up of the sawdust, 
and the planing-mill odor floated out to such 
an extent as would make an insurance agent 
wild. Mr. Gleason was quietly going over his 
electrotypes, which part of the management 
of the show is under his personal supervision. 
He is a great printer and has a deal of the cir- 
cus idea in advertising—an idea that

He gives his audiences, and every one with 
whom he comes in contact the impression that 
his S are given for the education 
ofthe people.

»PDo you remember how Barnum played on 
that string, and how the midgets at circus 
makers covered the walls with their ‘moral 
show’ paper?’’ 

Barnum's press agents have 2 whole 
sides of country papers without the payment 
ofa single cent, because the editor was public- 
spirited and wanted his people to see so great 
an educator as the menagerie and circus. 

And Gleason gives as much education for 
the money as ever Barnum did. 

Lam in the theater all the time, he said. 
‘*Ican seldom get to bed before 20’clock, 
and am always out by 8 in the morning 
for I have so much correspondence 1 
could never get through if I did not. Then I 
have horses to handle.

Early in the next act 
tbecame painfully apparent that Rowley’s 
mellowness had considerably increased. is 
voice was very feeble, and in his efforts 
to articulate plainly he made dis- 
tinct pauses between syllables. It did 
not last long, for Sir Peter suddenly inter- 
—— an 2 remark about some excel- 
ent wine he had in his cellar and invited Sir 
Oliver to step into the next room and try it. 
Rowley shambled off the stage behind the 
couple and the curtain fell. The orchestra bad 
hardly struck up when the curtain rose again 
and John Gilbert appeared before the foot- 
lights, looking very woe-begoue as well as in- 
dignant. 

‘Ladies and gentlemen,’’ he said, ‘‘I come 
before sou with the deepest mortification. 
You have all observed the condition of this 
person. Itis most disgraceful. Will the au- 
dience kindly permit some one to read this 
man’s part?’ 

The audience heartily cheered the aged 


ctor. 

‘*I thank you’’ he said, and bowed himself 
off the stage. A moment latter Sir Peter and 
Sir Oliver reappeared, and with them Mr. W, 
H. Pope who during the remainder of the per- 
formance read the lines of Rowley from a play- 
book and also appeared in his own character, 
that of Mr. Snake. 

For altttie while the performance of Mr. 
Leeson somewhat affected the acting of the 
gentlemen who had the misfortune tobe on 
the stage with him, butafter his disappear- 
ance the play went on very acceptably.

THE NUDE IN ART. 


How Sarah Bernhardt Is Said to Have 
Shocked Nebraska’s Feelings.

Sarah Bernhardt’s house at Frou- Frou Satur- 
day evening was light and had she appeared a 
night later her audience would have been 
much smaller because people of refined sen- 
sibilities would have been shocked at what 
they might have heard of her conduct and 
those of lower instincts could have said that 
they had seen allof Bernhardt they cared to. 


The reprehensible act consisted in afeat like 
that of Lady Godiva, who rode through the 
streets of a city without any apparel to con- 
ceal her form. Lady Godiva had an excuse 
for her abuse of public modesty, but Bern- 
hardt had none, 

In preparing for ‘‘Camille’’ Saturday after- 
noon the noted French actress deliberately 
raised the curtain of her dreéssing-room and 
arranged her toilet before the ＋ of at least 
one hundred men. The dressing- room is in 
the second story of the Opera-house, and the 
window opens to the left on Fifteenth street. 
It required fully an hour for the divine creature 
to put on the toggery of the noted 
character she was to represent, and in all that 
time the rays of the sun shown clearly into 
the room, making remote objects plainly 
visible while the coming image of Camille ap- 
peared as a ‘‘three-time winner“ in various 
stages of development. 

The heat was oppressive and an ablution of 
the divinely tall and spirituelle framework of 
Bernhardt was essential to comfort. The 
Georgia Colonel, who is content with apparel 
amounting only to a paper collar and a spur, 
would have been shocked at the abandon of 
Sarah, who was content to have no covering 
but the window-sill. In this connection it 
may be said that the window-sill is about three 
feethigh. In one place it was added to by the 
hat of Bernbardt’s maid bearing a large white 
and a large dove-cotored feather. 

After the ablution or wh®tever may have in- 
spired the impersonation of the nude in art 
Bernhardt appeared at her mirror beside the 
window and in plain view of the crowd below 
—where she devoted a long time—it was one of 
those occasions when moments seem like 
enciling and frizzing. 
Her artistic excellence led her to forget herself 
in the character she represented, and in dress- 


ing the model to idealize ‘‘Camilie’’ she be- 


came oblivious of gaze. Each effort was 
bolder than the other, until finally the most 
realistic works of art had been outdone. ™ 

For afew moments Bernhardt retired to a 
corner, evidently where she had deposited her 
apparel, and when she reappeared she was 
ge mee attired in an airy garment which was 
as decollete as the raiment of a pugilist in the 
ring. She primped and powdered more and 
again retired. hen she next appeared she 
wore a lace chemise of decollete texture. In 
it she poised long at the window, retiring 
finally when the heavier articles of dress were 
to be donned.

The Mandolin Succeeds the Banjo in Parlors

Only a 
short time ago this barbaric instrument was 
found in fashionable drawing-rooms, where 
one might expect to hear the music of Bee- 
thoven or of Mozart rather than the 
tonic and dominant puerilities of 
the African instrument. This craze having 

assed away, a better instrument is taking 
te place—the Spanish mandolin. Since this 
is an improvement at least, we will not quarrel 
withthe change; but, if instruments of the 
string family (without bow) must be used in 
tbe drawing room, why cannotthe pleasant 
old fashion of the harp return? This instru- 
ment, with the Erard improvements, would be

NEXT WEEK.

Character of the L. A. W.—The Dar 
Features—How the Visitors Will Be Re- 
ceived—Netes on the Bead Race—The 
Business at the Meet— Wheel 


The convention of wheelmen, which will 
assembie in St, Louis next Friday and Satur- 
day, will be the largest athietic meeting the 
West has seen for years, ifnotever. In an- 
other respeet it will also stand forth in promi- 
nence. It will be a convention of men of all 


ages and all vocations of life. The mer- 


chant, doctor, lawyer, business man, 


all ride wheels. In fact, a physi- 
cian, Dr. Beckwith of New Tork, is 
president of the League of American Wheel- 
men, and a lawyer, John C. Gulick, is a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee. An editor, 
T. J. Kirkpatrick of Springfield, O., is vice- 
president, and will probably be elected presi- 
dent at St. Louis. This shows the mingling of 
all professions. As it is among the officers so 
it is with the rank and file, 

The meeting will be as entertaining to the 
Western people as their courtesies will be en- 
tertaining to the visitors. The public opinion 
about ’cyclists has been formed in a large measg 
ure from the consideration of one or two or 
a dozen riders. But now it will have 
to be shaped to accord with a 
of a thousand wheelmen. 
In the West the wheel is more generally used 
by the young men as a sport; in the East to a 
great extent itis a necessity to the middle- 
aged as a means of recreation and of locomo- 
tion. And the presence of these older people 
in knickerbockers will give a better idea of the 
force that has stood back of the wheel and has 
given it an impetus that enables its advocates 
to hold their eighth annual meet. In this short 
time the League of American Wheelmen 
has grown to be the largest athletic organiza- 
tion in America, having now 10, 000 members. 


With an organization in each state called a di- 
vision, the Le e has a reguiar system of 
government. It is the Missouri Division, near- 
ly all of which is in St. Louis, which is enter- 
taining the coming convention. 

The regular business of the week will not 
begin until Friday, but arrivals may be expect- 
ed all day Thursday. On that day at 7:45 a. 
m. the special train from New England will 
arrive. The reception of the visitors will be 
in the hands of Mr. Sells, Chairman of 
the Reception Committee, assisted b 
a corps of forty or Hfty. As soon as the wheel- 
men arrive at the 7 they will be taken in 
charge of at once. [If they prefer riding their 
Wheels to get an early taste of St. Louis wheel- 
ing they will be piloted over the granite to the 
Lindell Hotel, the headquarters of the L. A. 

If they don’t care about riding they will 

o to the hotel in a bus and their wheels will 

e taken to the Exposition building, the base- 
ment of which has been secured as a 
room for the wheels. With the New Bngland- 
ers and New Yorkers will come Thomas 
Stevens who has spent nearly three years 
riding round the world on a bicycle. In the 
evening of Thursday he will be given a re- 
ception by the Missouri Bicycle Club at their 
club-house, Thirty-first and Olive streets, 
which has been refrescoed and painted for the 
occasion of the meet. 

On Friday the convention will open at 9 a. 
m. at Entertainment Hall with a meeting of 
the Board of Officers. This will be succeeded 
2 a meeting of the general membership. 
These meetings will consume part of the after- 
noon as well, so that nothing will come be- 
tween those gatherings and the excursion 
down the river on the Charles P. Chouteau, 
which will leave the wharf at 4 p. m. and go to 
Montesano Springs. 

On Saturday the eventsof theday will be 
the grand day paradein the morning at 10, 
tours and runs {nthe afternoon and the ban- 
quet at the Lindell inthe evening. After the 
banguet those who desire will take the boat 
and go up to Clarksvilleto see the 100-mile road 
race which will be run on Monday.

In the first place it wasa very secret affair, 
and even those on the inside, as it were, 
were not aware even that it had been called 
until the delegates called in representatives of 
the press at Cincinnati and gave it out. The 
ostensible cause of the meeting was to con- 
sider the new rules and a few changes which 
Gus Schmelz and Jimmy Williams were anx- 
ious to make, so it was said; and further, that 
of ‘‘strengthening the weaker clubs’’ in the 
organization. At the same time it is probable 
that the meeting had something deeper in it 
than ajchange of playing rules. What 

Is it customary for the 
ion to meet at such an 
eofthe year, and, furthermore, is it 

probable that the Association would 
and every club East and West be repre- 
d, too, for the mere purpose of discussing 
ange inthe playing rules? Most people 

U think not. They will rather think that 
here is some significance in the fact that a day 
after the President had issued the call for this 
very meeting rumors of all sorts began to 
spring up all over the country about the 
secession of certain clubs from the Associa- 
tion, the weakness of others, and, in fact, that 
the whole situation forebodes some big move in 
the base-ball world, ifnot in the immediate 
future at no very remote one. The Post-Dis- 
PATCH recently published the fact that the 
Mets promised to drop out, and quoted 
President Stern of Cincinnati on 
the matter. And notwithstanding the 
fact that he has often reiterated his inten- 
tion of sticking to the Association in public, 
he has not done so in private. Quite the 
reverse. The parties giving out the rumors 
mentioned above have been denounced 
in somewhat bold language as lars,“ 
but will not an examination of the record of 
most base-ball men inthis particular respect 
show that they are adepts at this sortof thing 
themselves? Without question. In fact the 
average base-ball man is very like the presti- 
digitator; when he wants you to believe one 
thing he will tell you the very opposite. Nim- 
ick swore he would never desert the associa- 
tion until the day in November when he en- 
tered the League fold. Henry V. Lucas vowed 
he would stay in the League until the very 
morning he sold outthe last dollar’s worth he 
had of League property. When Nimick was in 
the Association his talk was quite similar to 
that of Stern and the rest of them who have 
been busy of late denying. It is therefore a 
fuir conclusion that the words of the Eastern 
Association leaders recently can be thrown 
aside with perfect safety. It is not to be ar- 
gued from this, however, that there is any 
grave danger of the Association going to 
pieces. Far from it. But that there is a big 
scheme on hand and a move of some kind 
on foot there can be no doubt at all. 
The situation is pretty well covered in the 
words of a well - posted base-ball man: The 
League and the Association are both pretty 
badly in the hole at present, the one with In- 
dianapolis and Washington, and the other 
with Cleveland and the Mets. Neither Indian- 
apolis nor Cleveland is going to last the sea- 
son through, and both organizations, National 
and American, want to compromise the matter 
some way, only one’s afraid and the other 
darsn’t.’’ What the result will de of the Cin- 
cinnati meeting will be a pretty hard thing to 
predict.

As published in yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH 
the Association has abolished the base-on- 
balls hit andalso the fourth-strike rule, re- 
verting to the old system of three strikes. Be- 
fore adopting this new revision, the amend- 
ment will be submitted to the League and the 
League mustact upon it. While they were 
about it they might have looked into 
the rule giving a strike for a _ foul 
made by any obvious attempt to make 
a foul. The rule itself is not so bad, 


but the umpires thus far seem to have forgot- 
ten its proper interpretation. The justice of 
calling astrike when the batter deliberately 
attempts to foulthe ballis apparent, but this 
should not be confused when a foul is made by 
the attempt to make a fair hit by ‘‘bunting’’ 
the ball, or again when the touches the 
bat without any attempt at all on the part of 
the batter. The first is afoul ball as much as 
a foul that is hit hard, andthe second is a dead 
ball, and certainly neither can, under any cir- 
cumstances, be called a strike. The whole 
question hangs on the interpretation of the 
word obvious and umpires, those who have 
officiated in this city at least, seem to have 
lost all power of distinction in the matter.

Two Feather-Weights Have a Desperate 
Fight On Long Island Sound. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEW YORK,May 14.—In the presence of about 
fifty sporting men Tommy Kelly, the ‘‘Harlem 
Spider, and Paddy Carr fought for a purse of 
$150 abeut midnight last nigut at a point on 
Long Island Sound about fifty miles from this 
city. The men fought with two-ounce gloves 
according to the Marquis of Queensberry rules, 
and for the length of the fight it was as 


hard fought a battle as has taken ‘place 
for some time. The sports, who paid $% each 
for the privilege of seeing the fight, met 
at a well-known saloon in this city early in the 
evening, andin twos and threes quietly pro- 
ceeded to the battle-ground, a dancing-hall in 
a small town overlooking Long Island Sound. 
Neither of the principals arrived until an hour 
before midnight, but the ring was already up. 
Twelve large stable lamps shed a strong light 
on the fifty or more men comfortably seated 
on tables, planes and chairs. A few minutes 
to II o’clock Kelly, in charge of his seconds 
and trainers, crept through the ropes and 
seated himselfin his chair on the northeast 
corner of the ring. He was attired in white 
trunks, black stockings and canvas shoes and 
was seconded by Jack Smith and a well-known 
trainer. Kelly is 17 years old, 5 feet 4 inches in 
height and weighed 98 pounds. He looked 
thinner than ever. 

Carr was backwardin taking his seatand it 
was fully ten minutes before he followed his 
opponentintothe ring. Heis20 years old, 4 
feet ll inches in height, and weighed 7 pounds 
more than the Spider. He looked in splen- 
did condition and fit to fightall night. He 
was dressed in white trunks, red stockings 
and light leather shoes. He was seconded by 
J. Farrell, the Harlem feather-weight, and 
young Boylan. 

Charley Mitchell acted as time-keeper, and a 
sporting reporter as referee. At 12 o’clock 
the men shook hands and a minute later 
jumped into position at the call of ‘‘time.’’ 
Carr held himself well together in the center 
of the ring, his hands wellup, and watched 
the ‘‘Spider’’ as he sparred for an opening in 
his circle around the ring. Kelly was the 
first to lead, landing on Carr’s face 
and receiving a punch in the stomach 
before he could get away. A second later 
he led again, landing on the stomach and 
the twocame together inaclinch. As they 
broke away Kelly again landed on Oarr’s 
stomach just at the lof time. After a min- 
ute’s rest they again got into position, Kelly 
looking confident and Carr with a hideous 
smile on his face. Kelly was the first to lead, 
but missed. He led again and Carr saved him- 
self by a neat duck. Carr then led on the 
**Spider’s’’ stomach, and again on the nose, 
drawing blood. As they sparred for wind the 
call of time drove them to their corners. 

The third round was opened by the ‘‘Spi- 
der,“ who landed lightly. Several leads were 
made by both men, but amounted to nothing. 
The ‘‘Spider’’ looked worried at the call of 
time, and his upper lip was * to 
swell. Kelly opened the fourth round, Carr 
fighting shy. Several body blows were deliv- 
ered and Kelly was Knocked down. As he 
staggered to his feet Carr rushed at him and 
they clinched. As they broke away, Kelly 
fell again. The round ended in OCarr’s favor. 

In the fifth round Kelly led for the stomach 
and landed, and the two came together, and 
there was some sh in-fighting. Asthey got 
away Carragain landed on Kelly’s nose draw- 
ing lood again. This ended the round. 

fter a tame sixth round, the seventh opened 
very lively, Carrleading and landing on Kelly’s 
eye. He followed with his left for the stomach, 
but it was neatly OEP OS. Kelly then led, 
. Carr on the neck and sending him to 
the oor. As they took position 
Carr led, his arm striking Kelly’s 
head. The call of time drew them back to their 
corners. Their seconds worked hard on them 
but both were winded, and not a blow was 
struck in the eight round, and only one in the 
ninth, Kelly landing on Carr’s head. The 
tenth round was fierce, Oarr picking up and 
landing three times in succession on Kelly’s 
face, nose and eyés and Kelly getting in two 
blows on Carr's jaw, The eleventh round was 
brisk, both men landing several times. 

The twelfth and last round was brutal, 
KellyJanding six or eight times on Oarr’s face 
and nose, and bothfell. Then Kelly landed 
in blows, but fell with Carron him. Ashe 
was getting up Carr, who was blind with 
blood, struck him, and the referee gave Kelly 
the benefit, and gave him the purse.
